The food and drug ad m in istratio n , j 
it was learned today, has asked 
Congress for nearly a m illion dollars ; 
to enlarge its present enforcem ent 
staff in p rep aratio n for th e drive 
against “butterleggers." 
Tile request was prom pted by fears , 
th a t when federal taxes on o le o - I 
m argarine end Ju n e 30 th ere will 
be widespread substitutions of col­ 
ored m argarine for b u tter by “u n ­ 
scrupulous people” seeking a quick 
profit. 
4 0-(> nt Spread 
There will be a price spread of 
nearly 40 cents a pound between 


the retail prices of b u tter and oleo­ 
m argarine when the federal taxes 
are lifted. 
Officials of the food and drug 
ad m in istratio n are known to have 
told S enators behind closed doors 
th at 
substitution 
of th e cheaper 
product for bu tter is very difficult 
to detect. 
T hey added th at past cheeks by 
federal and state inspectors indicate 
th a t at least 10.000 public eating 
place* will try to sell oleom argarine 
as b u tter "in violation of th e law." 
Tile officials testified th a t they 
expect to uncover in th e next year 
"at least one bootleg ring operating 
on a large scale and sm aller rings 
delivering

W hen Congress voted to end takes 
on m argarine this year, it set up 
a rigid set of regulations intended 
to m ake sure th a t housewives, con­ 
sum ers and patrons of public eating 
places will know w hen they are buy­ 
ing colored oleom argarine. 
Eating places which use this prod­ 
uct m ust post signs saying so. and 
each serving m ust be trian g u lar in 


shape or labeled as m argarine.

it so th a t it cannot la* confused 
w ith butter.
